Most American market turkeys aren’t 
prepared by a special process. 
If fat­ 
tened at all it Is with yellow corn, but 
corn is not a finisher, and there is a 
vast difference between a fat and a 
finished fowl 
Corn d esalts masses 
of yellow fat along the breast, on the 
back, about the tall, the fluff nod lines 
the organs with It, so that when Mr. 
Turkey is roasted Hie fat renders into 
the pan, and unleas mother bastes ana 
hastes the meat is dry 
To finish Ie 
to soften the muscles and make the 
flesh more palatable by displacing the 
water In the muscles with globules of 
fat, and tb s fit Is distributed so even­ 
ly that iii rousting the globules melt 
in the meat and make it tender and 
juicy.
